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Reply to OfBce Action of October 1 , 2004 

REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this appUcation in view of the fc^owing 
remarks. 

Status of the C3aims 

Claims 1-58 are pending in this appKcation. Claims 1, 13, 20, 26, 38, 43, 47 ^ind 4.^-53 
are independent. All ofthe pending claims stand rejected. 
Rejection under 35 U.S.C S102 

Claims 1-4, 13-15, 18, 20. 26-34, 3841, 43-45 and 47-58 have been rejected under?J5 

U.S.C. §102(b) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,793,969 to Kamentsky et al. 
("Kamentsk/0. 

BCamentsky discloses a network system configured to review and analysis of compi^ 
encoded microscope sUdes and specimens which were originally computer encoded 6om a ^ 
microscope during an initial examination. BCamentsky further discloses that encoding includes 
parameters of viewing locations and events of interest on the slide stored on a network file server. 
The encoding also includes information regarding the manner in which the initial examination 
was conducted. The computer encoded information is retrievable at all remote locations of ^e 
network for supervisor review or for pathologist analysis. In an aspect, Kamentsky is direct to 
record the stage movements of a pathologist who examined the slide for the purpose of 
supervision and guidance by a supervisor fiom a local or a remote site. 

In contrast, one ofthe aspects of present invention as featured in pending claim 1, foi: 
example, is directed to capture "a first image" corresponding to an area of a specimen, to c^e 
"at least a second image conespondmg to a sleeted area ofthe first image (i.e., a portion of lae 
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first image) having a different magnification fiom the first image, to store the first and second 
image in a memory device along with "a linking map" indicatmg the relationship betweeniaie 
first and second images. 

With the features of the invention as described above, a remote user (i.e., a patholoipst) 
connected to the virtual microscope of the present invention with a network (e.g.. an Inten^sst) 
can conduct a diagnosis of the species if he is manipulating a Ught microscope. Furtherm«e, 
anybody (i.e., not only the pathologist) with basic knowledge of pathology orhistorology &m 
take images to make the virtual slide vwthout specific sequences of the images. 

AppUcant notes that Kamentsky simply fails to show or suggest the specific aspect *f the 
present invention as discussed above. For example, in Kamentsky's system, images are taHsn by 
a pathologist while he or she is examining and analyzing the slide and the movements of thi way 
the pathologist examined the sUde are recorded for the purpose of quality control and supeurtsion 
Furtheraiore, since the images fiom areas of interests are captured and only the locations aiM the 
magnifications of the images are recorded, a specific sequence is required to take and store -Ae 
images. 

Accordingly, each of independent claims 1, 13, 20, 26, 38, 43, 47 and 49-53 is belief 
neiAer anticipated by nor rendered obvious in view of Kamentsky for at least the reasons 
discussed above. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections of claims 1. 13, 20, 26, 38, 43, 47 md 
49-53 undCT 35 U.S.C. § 1 02 (b) is respectfiilly requested 

Applicant has not individuaUy addressed the rejections of the dependent claims because 
Applicant submits that the independent claims fiiom which they respectively depend are in • 
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condition for allowance as set forth above. Applicant however reserves the right to address such 
rejections of the dependent claims should such be necessary. 

Apphcant beheves that the apphcation is in condition for allowance and such actio?* is 
respectfully requested.
